WOT A SHOT FIRED OR AN INSULT UT- 
TERED. 


A Btrike of 20,000 Men May Follow the 
Introduction of Non-Unionists Into the 
Homestead Plant—Manager Frick Re 
fuses to Disclose His Plans—Hunger 
Among the Hungarians. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 12.—The night passed 
quietly and all Homestead was in holiday at- 
tire this morning in anticipation of the mill- 
tia. Arrangements had beqn perfected for 
an‘elaborate reception tothe blue-coated rep- 
resentatives of the State,\and it was even un- 
derstood an address of welcome would be de- 
livered by Burgess McLuckie ifa suitable oc- 
casion should be offered. Everybody had ex- 
pected that the troops would invade the city 
by daybreak, but when 70’clock, 8 o’clock 
and 90’clock passed without any news from 
the militia, the situation became somewhat 
ludicrous. The Homestead bands were all on 
hand waiting orders, and one of them re- 
lieved the high pressure of anxiety shown by 
marching up and down the streets and play- 
ing, ‘‘McGinty,’’ ‘‘Annie Rooney,’’ and va- 
rious other familiar airs, calculated to arouse 
the spirits of the community. All this was 
well received, but when the band master 
launched into the classics and played ‘‘The 
Lost Chord,’’ ‘and ‘‘The Heart Bowed 
Down,’’ the chilly reception which followed 
their efforts deterred him from a piunge into 
Wagner, which was evidently next on the 
progfamme, 

There was an air of disappointment at the 
strikers’ headquarters as 9'o’clock passed 
without the slightest information from the 
militia. The people refiected that nearly 
two days had now passed since the militia 
had been ordered out and not a blue coat 
had yet shown up on the scene of hostilities. 

PERFECT ORDER MAINTAINED. 
‘‘We could have blown up the mills and 


wacked Allegheny before those troops had got 


here, if we had not been peacefn! and law- 
respecting,’’ remarked a brawny striker,and 
hie remark caused approbation all around. 

Inthe main, however, the most perfect 
gravity was maintained on all sides anda 
critical survey of thetown falled jto reveala 
single intoxicated workman among the 
thousands of mill men who thronged the 
streets. Burgess McLuckie’s proclamation 
had been religiously respected and it was 
stated that the saloons were preparing to 
close their doors promptly on his order. 
That o:ul} it was announced, would be 
given an hour in advance of the arrival of 
the militia if sufficient notice of their coming 
were obtained. 

The special police summoned from among 
the strikers by the Burgess were the best rep- 
resentatives of brawn and muscle which this 
industrial community could furnish and 
nobly performed their duty with commend- 
able impartiality. Allloud talkers, whether 
strikers or sympathizers, were promptly 
suppressed, andto give an insolent answer 
to these special guardians wasto be uncere- 
moniously hustled off tothe lockup. Several 
of the fellow workmen of these impromptu 
police presumed,upon past familiarity to the 
extent of mildly guying the tin-starred offi- 
cers, but in every instance they had occasion 
bitterly to regret their temerity and one 
boisterous individual, who resisted arrest by 
force, was so hustled tothe lockup that he 
arrived at his destination minys hat and one 
sleeve of hiscoat and:-with fms short shirt 
front trailing from a fence picket, where he 
had unsuccessfully attempted to apply the 
brakes. 

THE TROOPS ARRIVE. 

Ata few minutes past 9 o’clock the cry sud- 
dgenly went up, ‘‘The troops are coming, the 
troops are coming,’’ and instantly the great- 
est excitement prevailed. The militia came 
in by railfrom above the town and at once 
surrounded the Carnegie Millis. They were 
received with a few cheers from the few sur- 
rounding bystanders as the train rolled ‘in 
and most respectful consideration was 
accorded them in every respect. The first 
detachment @étroops numbered at least 38,000 
men and as in command of Gen. 
Snowden. They Somprise the Second and 
third brigades of the First Division. The 
Fourteenth and Eighteenth Regiments from 
Pittsburg are here and Battery D of the First 
Brigade has shown up with two Gatling guns 
and three field pieces. Portions of the Tenth 
and Fifteenth Regiments are on the fleld, and 
Companies A, C, E and Hof the Eighteenth 
Regiment are also recognized among the 
blue-coats. The troops came from a point of 
rendezvous two miles this side of Greensburg, 
and itis stated thatthe First Brigade is now 
at Mount Gretna, where it will remain until 
further orders. 

Immediately on the arrival of the trains 
there was great bustle and excitement, but 
the militia themselves preserved perfect 


order and responded silently and promptly to 


every order of their superiors. Rapidly 
descending from the train, the troops formed 
ina column at the switch yards just beyond 
Munbali Station. One company was at once 
detached to act as pickets, anda line was 
immediately thrown out among the mill 
yards. 
THROUGH THE STREETS. 

Then the main body of the troops marched 
down the streets, headed by the Regiment 
Band and along what is known as ‘‘Scab 
wi.’’ This isan eminence overlooking the 
milis and the scene of last week’s hostilities 
and the bluff was covered with spectators, 
mostly young men. There was not the 
slightest manifestation of hostility and, 
although the troops had arrived so suddenly 
that all the ieaders wereabsent, it did not re- 
quire their presence to maintain proper re. 
spect from the rankand file. Once or twice 
there was even hand-clapping from the 
younger element as the jaunty militiamen 
hove in sight, and the band was of much 
interest. 

The carefally prepared reception of course 
was frustrated by the sudden arrival of the 


. militia, and it was manifest that the of- 
 ficers in command didnot desire tobe made 

- the objects of a ceremonial reception.

OCCUPIED THE TOWN. 


There was much speculation as to whether 
the troops would occupy the town or merely 
confine themselves to the mills, but the 
doubt on this point was not of long duration. 
Immediately after the deploy had surround- 
ed the works and the picket lines had been 
established several companies suddenly 
formed at the command of their officers and 
marched directly to the heart of the little 
town of Homestead. One company halted 
near the strikers’ headquarters; another 
marched to the vicinity of the 
depot and the third occupied a_ slight 
eminence overlooking and commanding the 
immediate center of the town. Homestead 
was in the hands of the militia, and martial 
law had succeeded the reign of the Advisory 
Committee. The greatest order was main- 
tained by the troopsin all their movements, 
and the young militiamen showed the bene- 
fits of careful training. The citizens of Home- 
stead were disappointed that the militia 
should have deemed it necessary to occupy 
the whole town instead of merely confining 
themselves tothe mills, but there was nota 
hoot nor a cry nor a single mani- 
festation of displeasure. It was a 
complete acquiescence to the power of the 
State. The Fourteenth, Eighteenth, Fifth 
and Sixteenth Regiments were the ones 
pushed into Homestead. The Fourteenth 
and Tenth had half an hour previously taken 
possession on the oppcsite bank of the 
Monongehela, just across from the Carnegie 
mills, and here, too, the batteries were 
planted, commanding the whole of the town. 
Had there been any resistance to the entrance 
of the troops the cannon andthe other side- 
arms could by themselves have made the 
strikers’ position untenable. 

THE STRIKERS’ PICKETS, 

When the troops were leaving the cars 
above the mills, the strikers’ picket located 
at Munhall sent a message into the Amalga- 
mated headquarters with the news, which 
had already been received. Other pickets 
fell in from the hilltop and the woods be- 
yond, and fora time did nothing but watch 
the soldiers. Two of the striker leaders, 
Cummings and Mackman, were sent out from 
headquarters to call these men back to their 
posts, and the men were held on watch. 

**You had no business to leave your 
places,’’ said Cummingstoone. ‘‘You have 
been off your posts long enough to leta hun- 
dred Pinkertons come in. Go back and do 
exactly as you have been doing. Do not let 
any non-union man or detective through 
your lines. These troops will not interfere 
with you. They are here to support the 
Sheriff, not to settle the strike.’’: 

Similar instructions were given to the other 
watchmen and the whole of the picket lne 
was re-formed outside of the station of the 
troops upon the hill. 


CAMP OF THE GUARDS. 


The camp of the National Guard is on a 
plateau of the high hill directly south of the 
Carnegie mill property and the city farm 
milis, and overlooks not only the Carnegie 
plant but the borough of Homestead and 
many miles of surrounding country. The 
camp is about 300 yards distant from the 
celebrated high fence which incloses the 
mills and the city farm. Guards are stationed 
along Eighth avenue. 

The troops suffered considerably from the 
heat as they marched from the raltlroad up 
the steep hilltotheircamp. When the dif- 
ferent regiments had taken their positions, 
the men threw themselves upon the ground, 
and stretching their rubber blankets from 
the bayonets ot.four muskets formeda screen 
from the rays of the sun. 

The camp ground Is a meadow, from which 
the grass had not been cut, andit madea 
very comfortable resting place for the men, 
most of whom were tired out after their all 
night’s experience on the cars. It took 
several hours tounload the menand move 
them to their stations onthe hill. That the 
troops did not come to Homestead on any 
idle errand is shown bythe fact that each 
man has ten roundsof ammunition, and is 
equipped for active service. 


A CALL ON GEN. SNOWDEN. 

A dramatic scene occurred this after- 
noon at the division headquar- 
ters of the militia between 
Major-General Snowden and a delegation 
representing the Amalgamated Association 
andthe citizens of Homestead. It was the 
first formal meeting of the workmen 
and those who succeeded them in authority 
and its interest was heightened by the abso- 
lute refusal of Gen. Snowden to recognize 
the Amalgamated Association or any 
other body. A meeting of the leaders of 
the Amalgamated Association and promi 
nent citizens was held at the headquarters of 
the working men shortly before noon anda 
committee of citizens and Amalgamated 
Association men was appointed to call 
on Gen. Wiley of the Second. Brigade 
and tender him the good wishes and co- 
operation of the Amalgamated Association 
and the people of Homestead, andalsoto re- 
quest that the military receive the workmen 
of the town in a body headed by brass 
bands. Gen. Wiley was named because it 
was thought Gen. Snowden was not 
on the ground. The members of the 
committee appointed went immediately to 
the headquarters of the Thira Brigade 
but upon tendering their offer, General Wiley 
directed them to General Snowden who was 
quartered atthe Carnegie School House on 
Shanty Hill. 

General Wiley and Sheriff McCleary were 
there. Capt. Coon, an eX-militia officer, 
acting as spokesman, told the General 
that the delegation represented the 
citizens of Homestead and the 
Amalgamated Association, who wished to 
assure the State authority of their desire to 
co-operate with it in maintaining order. 
Gen. Snowden curtly interrupted 
Capt. Coon to say that he did not 
recognize the Amalgamated Association or 
any other authority except that of the Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania and the Sheriff 
of Allegheny County. The people of Home- 
stead, he said, could best co-operate 
with the State troops by behaving them- 
selves. Capt. Coom went on to tender all 
assistance in the power of the citizens and 
the Amalgamated Association, but the Gen- 
eralagaincut him short with the remark 
that he could not accept any such tenders. 

O*DONNELL AND THE SHERIFF. 

Hugh O’Donnell stepped forward at this 
point and said that in the name 
of the peuple of 
the Amalgamated Association rhe. del- 
egation wished to submit to the 
gal authority of the State, 


Homestead and 
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meaning the Pinkertons. ‘‘The gentleman 
behind youisthe one to whom you should 
submit,’’ said Golly, Snowden, indicating 
Sheriff McCleary. wie 

‘*We always have submitted to his author- 
ity,’’ said Mr. O’ Donnell. 

“I beg your pardon,’’ said the General, 
**but you did not do so at the mill,’’ 

**I leave it to the Sheriff, if we have not 
submitted,’’ said Mr. O’ Donnell. 

**No you did not,’’ was Sheriff McCleary’s 
reply. ‘*‘You did not allow my deputies to take 
charge of the works.’’ 

This rather nonplussed the delegation and 
fora moment there was silence. Then Mr. 
O’Donnell went on to say that 
the tenders of co-operation grew out of 
& mass meeting of workingmen and citizens 
of Homestead and were made in their name 
and not in that of the Amalgamated Assocla- 
tion. Gen. Snowden said he recognized no 
citizens but those of Allegheny County. 

**Then, as citizensof Allegheny County,’’ 
said Mr. O’Donnell, ‘‘we come here to see 
you.’’ 

**Tnen I’m giad to see you,’’ was the Gen- 
eral’s reply. ‘*lam glad that our position 
here is welcomed by the citizen of Allegheny 
County.’’ 

This gave Mr. O’Donnell his opportunity to 
say that the men of the town wished to form 
in a body with four brass’ bands 
and pass in review before the _ troops, 
but Gen. Snowden refused to consider 
the proposition. He did not want a recep- 
tion, he said. He wastheretocarry out the 
commands of _ the State of Pennsyl- 
vania and not to have any (formality. 
**Ifl were in my personal capacity,’’ he 
said: ‘* it would be very flattering, but lam 
not.’* This concluded the interview, and 
after some moments of embarrassed silence 
the delegation withdrew in anything but 


good humor. 
LEADERS TO BE ARRESTED. 


It is stated this afternoon that Sheriff Mc- 
Cleary has sworn in a numberof deputies 
who will issue bench warrants on 
the leaders ofthe strike. It is said that such 
a step will have a greater effect at Homestead 
than even the troops. The fact that those ar- 
rested will be put in jail and cannot be 
released under Dail will take many of the 
leaders away and their counsel will be 
missed. On the other hand, itis claimed 
that this step may cause the more hot-headed 
to break out.as soon as the cooler leaders are 
removed. 

Nothing will be done before to-morrow by 
the Sheriff and by that time he will be fully 
supported by the militia. Howthe men will 
take the wholesale arrests isa question, but 
they will scarcely resist. 


MANAGER FRICK’S PLANS. 


THE MILLS WILL RESUME OPERATIONS WITHOUT 
THE STRIKERS, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 12.—In an interview 
to-day Hi; C, Frick, chairman of the Carne- 
gie company, said that it was the intention 
of the firm to go to Homestead as peacefully 
and quickly as possible. ‘‘As we have failed 
toarrive at an amicable adjustment of the 
question at issue with the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, we have decided to adhere to our 
determination to have nothing more to do 
with that organization orits officers. I think 
that the public does not fully under- 
stand that there are Many among 
our former workmen at Homestead, 


peaceful, law-abiding and intelligent men, 
whoare willing toreturn to work upon the 
terms which we have proposed. These men, 
so faras Ihave beenable tolearn, have not 
participated inthe unlawful demonstrations 
at Homestead. We desire and we are as- 
sured that we will have the co-operation and 
aid of these men in our efforts to operate the 
Homestead mills, when they feelthat they 
are not endangering their lives and those of 
their families by takingthe side of law and 
order.’’ 

‘*Do you expect to get your establishment 
in operation by the aid of workmen residing 
at Homestead?’’ 

‘*Yoa certain extent, yes. It will be neces- 
sary toobtain a certain amount of outside 
labor to fillthe places of the men who will 
refuse to go to work under our system, and 
whom, in fact. we could not conscientiously 
take again in our employ.’’ 

‘*Do you anticipate any further trouble?’’ 

‘*That is a question which the law-abiding, 
intelligent citizens of Homestead must 
answer. We sincerely hope that we shall be 
enabled to gperate our establishment in 
peace,’’ 

‘*How soon do you expect to get the mills 
in operation?’’ 

‘*Just as soon as possible. Some little time 
may elapse, but it will not be longlI belleve 
before the entire plant is in operation.’’ 

‘*Have you anythingtosay about the fall- 
ure of the county authorities to furnish the 
protectionto your property which you de- 
manded?’’ 

‘*I must decline to discuss that question.’’ 


LOOKING FOR NON-UNION MEN. 

NEW YORK, July 12.~—A dispatch states that 
a representative of Carnegie’s mills at Home- 
stead arrived here this morning to secure 
non-union workmen for the mills. He said 
an attempt would be made to resume 


work as .soon as the military took 
charge of the mills. He believes thatthe 
militia will not remainat Homestead longer 
than ten daysand will be replaced by a vol- 
unteer three months’ regiment, such as was 


‘formed in l1s77 aiter the great riots at Pitts- 


burg. 


MAY ALL QUIT WORK.

PROBABLE RESULT OF PLACING NON-UNION MEN 
AT HOMESTEAD, 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 12.—The rumor that 

the men employed in all the works controlled 

by the Carnegies would quit work if non- 


union men were introduced at Homestead, is 
assuming tangible form. 

President Weihe, this morning practically 
adinitted that this would be done, but would 
not state so officially. The millls affected 
would be: The Edgar Thompson steel works 
at Braddock; the Bessemer works at 
Duquesne, the Union Iron Mills and Keystone 
Bridge Co, of this city, and the steel plant at 
Beaver Falls, Pa. Upwards of 20,000 men are 
employed at the various plants. 


CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE, 


THE INVESTIGATORS ON THE GROUND TO BE- 
GIN THE INQUIRY. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 12.—The Congressional 

Committee appointed to investigate the 

Homestead trouble, arrived here shortly be- 


fore noonto-day, and wentto the Monon- 
ghela House, where the members took break- 
fast and held a short preliminary meeting. 
The committee consists of W. C. Oates of 
Alabama, Chairman; W. D. Bynum of In- 
diana; C. S. Boatner of Louisiana, Judge B. 
B. Taylor of Ohio, and Oase Broderick of 
Kansas. The first three are Democrats and 
the last two Republicans. A clerk and steno- 
rapher accompanied the committee. Be- 
fore the committee arrived there were wait- 
ing to see the members, P. C. Knox, of Knox 
& ed, attorneys for the Car- 
negie Co.; United States Attorney Lyon; 
Marshal Harrah, Judge Buffington, W. W. 
Colville. . Colville, on behalt of Post- 
master McK , tendered the couimittee the 
use of the United States court-room, but 
Chairman Oates said they had decided to 
hold the meeting in the reception-room at 
the Monongahela House, which has been 
fitted with all the conveniences. 
the committee went into session,

HUNGRY HUNGARIANS. 


ONE RESULT OF THE LOCK-OUT AT THE HOME- 
STEAD MILLS. 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 12.—Many men, 
women and children are hungry in Home- 
stead as a result of the lock-out. All of them 
are Hungarians, Not so thrifty as their fel- 
low workmen of other nationalities they paid 


little attention to the warnings of the coming 
rainy day and basked in the sunshine of pro- 
crastination until too late. The wages paid 
Hungarians are not princely; their weekly 
stipends were eaten away in the purchase of 
the necessaries of Hfe. When the lock- 
out began the great majority of them 
found themselves without means of 
subsistence. Most of the Hungarians 
have habitations in houses built by the 
Carnegie company near theidle mills. They 
are well housed but food is not to be had. The 
refusal of the leaders to accept outside con- 
tributions of money to carry on the fight 
practically makes the condition of the hun- 
“ry Huns hopeless, and realizing this many 
of them have left town to seek work else- 
where. Alarge number of the ey re 
here were workers in the coke regions during 
the great strike there, and they know what 
it is to look Into the barrels of rifles held in 
the hands of the State Militia. Thefear that 
trouble would ensue with the arrival of the 
National Guard was a greater inducement to 
some to leave Homestead than empty stom- 
achs were. . 

Conservative men among the strikers when 
asked if they believe the Carnegie company 
will attemptto place non-union men in the 
works under cover of the roilitia, shake their 
heads dubiously and donot careto discuss 
the matter. Opinion seems to be general that 
Mr. Frick will not let hig mills remain idle if he 
can possibly helpit. If he places non-union 
men in charge after the militia arrive, noone 
can foretell the result withaccuracy; but 
itis probable that the sight of thousands of 
blue coated soldiers will be sufficient induce- 
mentto the men to le&f the non-union men 
alone. But the workers’ know that the State 
troops can not remain in charge of the mills 
for any great length oftime, When they are 
withdrawn trouble will surely ensue if non- 
union men remain, and that trouble will be of 
a serious character. It bas been openly de- 
clared that non-union men shall not run the 
works; the leaders have sanctioned this idea. 
There isno doubtthe trouble in Homestead 
has not peared a settlement. 


GOV. PATTISON’S VIEWS.

THRE MILITIA WILL FIND LAW-ABIDING PEOPLE 
AT HOMESTEAD.

spondent had an hour’s talk with Gov. 
tison about the situation at Homestead. 

Gov. Pattison was asked what provisions 
the laws of Pennsylvania made for the pre- 
vention of the entry of armed bodies of men, 

‘*Very strict provisions are made,’’ he 
answered, ‘‘provisions that I shail seé are 


rigidly enforced. Butthe 324 Pinkerton men 
on the barges were not armed until after 
they had entered the State. They secured 
thelr arms and ammunition at Lock 2, at 
least sol am credibly informe4.’’ 

‘*What, in the abstract, is your opinion of 
the plan of introducing armed bodies of hired 
watchmen, like the Pinkertons, into the set- 
tlement of labor disputes?’’ 

‘*That is also a question which is extremely 
likely to be brought under my official notice, 
and I must decline answering it. 

‘*You will find no disorder in Homestead,’’ 
continued the Governor. ‘*The workingmen 
there are 60 per cent Americans, and are the 
most skilled and intelligent in the country. 
Piate steel workers earn $5, $% and $7a day, 
and 3,800 of them own their houses and lots 
inthelittle town, They are anxious that no 
damage should be done to their homes, the 
town or the mills, thelr mearsof livelihood, 
You will find that not $25 worth of damage 
has been done in the whole town. The fence 
wastorn down and immediately rebuilt by 
the workers and its whole length isuow be- 
ing guarded. by armed men. You will find the 
town as peaceable as Harrisburg is this 
bright morning.’’ 

The Governor explained that he had six di- 
rect sources of iniormation from Homestead 
which kept him wellapprised by telegraph 
of each piece of news or rumor, Of his action 
in refusing Sheriff McCleary’s demand for the 
state militia, he repliiea: 

‘*‘The law is very clear onthis point and 
leaves me no other way to act. Besides 
Sheriff McCleary did not demand military aid 
at first, but only suggested it. The statutes 
expressly provide that military aid shall 
not be urnished the civil authorities 
until the latter have exhausted every means 
in their power to quell the disturbance. The 
county is responsible to the mill owners for 
the preservation oftheir property. Did not 
Allegheny County have to pay $4,000,000 in the 
railroad riots of 1877? Itisavery easy mat- 
ter to talk abovt calling out the militia, but 
itis not soeasy tocalithém in again. Wit- 
ness the coke riots of last year, when the 
militia was out for two months,’’ 


WHATIT WILL COsT. | 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 12.—The Homestead 
expedition of the militiaisan expensive un- 
dertaking and will cost the State 
a good round sum of money. 
The National Guard of Pennsylvania 
bas 8,470 members, of which fully 8,000 have 
responded to the Governor’s call. Of these 
600 are commissioned officers.

Collision Between Contending Miners 
at Cour d’Alene. 


UNITED STATES TROOPS ORDERED TO 
THE SCENE. 


Five Dead and Many Wounded Tell the 
Story of the Bloody Conflict—The Presi- 
dent Orders Troops to the Scene—Judge 
Beatty’s Decision—Union Miners Des- 
perate. 


Boise City, Idaho, July 12.—Following is a 
complete list of the dead and wounded asa 
result of the conflict between the union and 
non-union miners yesterday in Coeur d’ Alene:

The loss by the explosion in the ’Frisco 
mine will be $125,000. 

The following message was sent by Gov. 
Wiley to President Harrison last night: ‘*This 
morning riot and bloodshed by the striking 
miners of Coeur d’ Alene district commenced, 
The mill was blown up by dynamite and 
many men were Killed and injured. In- 
spector-General Curtis, Idaho National 
Guard, informs me that four or five 
hundred armed men constitute the mob. 
The Legislature ts notin session and cannot 
be promptly convened. The civil authorities 
of the county and State are wholly inadequate 
to maintain peace. The immediately avail- 
able military force of the Idaho National 
Guard numbers only 196 men, which is, in my 
opinion, far too few to successfully cope with 
the mob, though Iwill order it at once into 
the field. In this emergency I deem it neces- 
sary to call for assistance of the Federal 
troops. I therefore request that a sufficient 
force be detalled from Fort Sherman or else- 
where toact in concert with the State au- 
thorities in maintaining public order.’’ 

Fort Sherman, Idaho, where 400 men are 
stationed, is less than 100 miles from the scene, 
and troops leavingupon morning trains could 
be upon the scene in the afternoon. 

CAUSES OF THE STRIKE. 

Frisco and Gem were the only non-union 
places in the east end of Ccoeurd’ Alene. There 
is still considerable excitement everywhere, 
but no further trouble is expected. About 
sixty men in the mine surrendered. P 

The cause of the strike was the demand of 
the union miners of the district for $3.50 per 
day for every man working under 
ground. The mine owners held that the 
unskilled laborers should be paid. only 
$3. When the miners refused to accept the 
scale the mines were closed. The owners de- 
clared excessive freight rates were the cause 
of the reduction. The lockout was begun 
April 1 by the Mine Owners’ Association, and 
3,000 union men were thrown out of work. 
Since thea the mine owners have been mak- 
inga strugglieto run their mines with non- 
union men and guards. The tension has been 
great for months, and the opinion has pre- 
vailed that only a spark was needed to start 
the flames ofriot. The example at Home- 
stead and the decision of the United States 
courts at Boise, makinga perpetual iInjunc- 
tion against the Miners’ Union, brought mat- 
ters to a head. 

The union miners are described as under 
discipline. The mob are elated with their 
successes and will not be satisfied until every 
new man is driven from the mines. 

AFTER THE BATTLE. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday about 300 miners 
from Gem, fifty of whom were armed with 
rifles, marched down to Wallace. They 
brought with them their prisoners, consist- 
ing of about one hundred and ten non-union 
men, and five dead bodies, another dead 
man, James Hennessy, lately of Butte, 
Mont., being found in a house at Gem shot 
through the breast. Upon- arrival here 
the scabs were turned loose and 
union men. began search for A. M. 
Ester, Manager ofthe Frisco mine, against 
whom the union men havea special grudge. 
Terms on which the Gem minersand guards 
surrendered were that twenty-seven Win- 
chesters and a number of revolvers and 2,000 
rounds of amunition should be placed in the 
hands of disinterested parties, two titizens 
and two conservative union men, and that 
the scabs should be shipped out of the coun- 
try to-day. An hour after the agreement 
about the arms was entered into, union men 
got possession of all rifles and ammunition 
and this evening large bodies 
of armed miners went down to 
Wardner, twelve miles distant, in wagons 
and by rail. The mines employing non-union 
men there are the Slerra Nevada and Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan. The Bunker Hill and sul- 
livan has a force of 260 men and about 100 can 
be armed with Winchesters, There is only 
one way to reach the mine and that Is direct- 
ly up the guich and the roadis steep. If an 
attempt is made there against the men in the 
mine there must be serious bloodshed. The 
Sierra Nevada is exposed. The County Com- 
missioners, District Attorney and Sheriff this 
afternoon telegraphed Gov. Wiley for 
troops. Goy. Wiley wired back 
that the Sheriff must first exhaust civil 
power. The Sheriff immediately commenced 
work subpcenaing citizensto act asa com- 
mittee of citizens and they are to report at 
Wardner to-night at 10 o’clock. Instead of 
there being 750 pounds of giant powder used 
in bl®}wing up the Frisco mill there were only 
250 unds. The car attempted to do the 
work and thegminers gotup on the flume, 
shut off the water and sent the powder in 
packages down the water pipe into the mill. 
The fuse was put in the last package and sent 
down. Inaninstantaterrible explosion oc- 
curred, which shookthe canyon for miles. 
Non-union men then surrendered. 


JUDGE BEATTY’S RULING. 


REASONS FOR REFUSING TO DISSOLVE THE IN 
JUNCTION. 

BoIsE City, Idaho, July 12.—The opinion of 
Judge Beatty of the United States District 
Court in the injunction case against the 
Miners’ Union of Coeur d’ Alene was filed yes- 
terday. The Judge reviews the case at great 


length, reciting the  etegae of a temporary 
injunction on the petition of the mine owa- 
ers, restricting the miners from interfering 
with the property, and after citing the lead- 
ing features of the case, the rt says:

CAUSE AND EFFECT. 


EXCESSIVE FREIGHT RATES FORCED A REDUC- 
+ TION OF WAGES. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 12.—James Clark 
of New York, who spends considerable of the 
time each year in the Cour d@’Alene region, 
was at the West Hotel last night. Speaking 
of the troubles in that region, he said: ‘‘Asa 
property owner there I am sorry to hear that 
matters have reached a climax, although I 
am not surprised. Some 3,000 men were em- 
ployed in the mines about Wallace, Wardner, 
Burke, Gem, Mullan and other camps 
until about eight months ago, when 
the mine owners claimed that they 
could not pay the high freight 
rates and accordingly shut down until some 
compromise could be arranged. The Mine- 
Owners’ Association went to 8t. Paul and 
Omaha toconsult with the general freight 
agents of both the Northern and Union Pa- 
cific roads to secure a reduction of rates. The 
workmen in the mine had been receiving 
$3.50 per day, while those who worked in wet 
places received $4 perday. Along in March 
the committee reached a compromise with 
the railroads and were ready to start the 
mines. Many of the union miners had 
left the camp during the shut- 
down and the miners concluded that 
when the mines resumed work it 
would be ona new schedule of wages. They 
decided that they would pay their skilled un- 
derground miners $3.50a day, but make the 
unskilled $3. The union men refused to go 
back unless the old wages were paid. This 
was in April, and since then the mines have 
been partly worked by what non-union men 
could be secured, although but little devel- 
opment has been done. A constant warfare 
has been goingon sincethen between the 
mine owners andthe union. The mine own- 
ers endeavored to bringin non-union work- 
men from Duluth sometime ago, but when 
they arrived they refused to work after hear- 
ing the situation.’’

The Free-Coinags Measure Foredoomed 
to Defeat. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 12.—The second 
big battle over silver will be begun in the 
House to-morrow. The result will be de- 
cisive, for Speaker Crispis determined that 
the issue shall be settled either ohne 
way or theother.

His pertinacity was illustrated 
by his determination never to yield to defeat. 
The outbreak of the civil war delayed the 
project, but did not dampen Mr. Field’s 
ardor. Whenthe war was over he went to 
work harder than ever, and this time he not 
only enlisted an abundance of capital, but 
secured the co-operation of the United States 
and English Governments. Both of the Gov- 
ermnments loaned big warships to assistin 
laying the cable, and the yreat work was 
Mnally accomplished on July 27, 1867, when 
communication was established between 
ew York and London, Two cabies were laid 
the effort to make one complete, and both 
are in operation to-day. 
THE PEOPLE’S JUBILATION. 

Even the school-books of the last genera- 
tion tell of the jubilation of the people of 
America and England over the completion of 
the great work, and by common consent Cy- 
rus W. Field becamea hero. Congress voted 
Mr. Field a gold medal and the thanks of the 
nation, England would bave done the same 
had she not been prevented because he was a 
foreigner. John Bright, in Parliament, 
called bim ‘‘the Columbus of modern times, 
who, by his cable, had moored the new world 
alongside of the old.’’ The Paris Exposition, 
in 1867, gave himthe grand medal, the high- 
est prize atits disposal. Other tokens of ap- 
preciation were the thanks of New York, 
with the freedom of the city anda gold snuff- 
box; the thanks of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of New York, with a gold medal; 
the thanks of the State of Wisconsin, witha 

id medal; the thanks of the American 

hamber of Commerce of Liverpool, with a 

14 medal; a decoration from King Victor 

mmanpuel of Italy, and an entire service of 
silver from George Peabody. 

Mr. Field had subscribed toa one-fourth in- 
terest in the stock of the cable enterprise, 
most of which, fortunately for himseif, he 
found impossible to dispose of dur- 
ing the early days of pular distrust 
of the project. When the enterprise began 
to pay large dividends Mr. Field _ares some 
of the golden fruits of his remarfable per - 
sistence in carrying out what he had under- 
taken. Hethen enjoyed a few years of rest 
that he had richly earned. 

In 1876 Mr. Field became interested in the 
development of rapid transitin New York 
ann was aimong the firstto lend his capita 
for the building of the elevated roads. After 
these were in successful operation he made a 
tour around the world, believing that his in- 
vyestment rested upon a sound financial basis. 
After he returned in 188! he obtained conces- 
gions fromthe Hawaiian Government fora 
cable to be laid from San Franciscoto Hono- 
juju, and thence across the Pacific Ocean to 


China.

in 1680 or 1632. He was the ancestor of the 
Field family of New England, whose descend- 
—_ are now scattered all over the United 
States. 

Of the five children of the first Zachariah 
Field, one son was shot by Indians, the only 
daughter was widowed by an Indian massa- 
cre and a grand-daughter, Mary, married an 
Indian chief. 

David Dudiey Field, the father of the most 
remarkable family of sons in American his- 
tory, was descended directly from the orig- 
inal Zachariah Field. He was born in East 
Gilford, now known as Madison, Conn., on 
May 20, 1781, and died in Stockbridge, Mass., 
April 15, 1867. He was the son of Capt. Timo- 
thy Field, an officer in the Revolutionary 
army. David Dudiey Field was graduated 
from Yale ee in 1802. He studied theology 
with Rev. Charles Backus and was licensed 
to preach in 1802. For forty-eight years there- 
after he preached to congregations at Had- 
dam, Somers, Stockbridge and Higganum. 

The eldest of his sons, also named David 
Dualey Field, was born at Haddam, Conn., 
Feb. 13, 1805, graduating at Williams College 
in 1825. Hestudied lawand admitted to the 
bar in 1828. He is the author of codes on civil 
and criminal procedure, which have been 
adopted by a majority of the States and Ter- 
ritories. His ‘‘Outlines ofan International 
OCode’’ attracted the attion of ali nations,and 
has been translated into French, Italian and 
Chinese. It wasan eminent English Chan- 
cellor who said that David Dudley Field of 
New York had done more more for the re- 

of laws than any other man living. 
THE NAME IN CALIFORNIA. 

Stephen Johnson Field, the second son, was 
born in Haddam, Nov. 4, 1816. When 10 years 
old he accompanied his sister, who had mar- 
ried a missionary, toSmyrna to acquire a 
knowledge of Oriental languages. When he 
returned he entered Williams College, gradu- 
ating in 1837 atthe head of his class. He 
studied law in his brother’s office, and after 
his admission to the bar wastaken by his 
brother into partnership. 

In 1849 Stephen went to San Francisco, 
where he practiced his profession. He was 
one of the founders of Maysville, in that 
State, and was its first Alcalde. He was 
elected a member of the first Legislature 
aiter the admission of California intothe 
Union. He wasthe author of many notable 
legislative acts. In 1857 he was_ elected 
Judge of the Supreme Court of California. 
He became Chief Justice in 1859, succeeding 
Judge David S&S. Terry. In 1863 President 
Linceln appointed him Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, He was 
a member of the Electoral Commission tn 1877 
and voted with the Democratic minority. In 
1880 he was before the Cincinnati Convention 
as a candidate forthe presidential nomina- 
tion and received 65 votes on the first ballot. 

The fourth brother, Henry Martyn Field, 
is a Congregational ‘clergyman, who was 
born in Stockbridge in 1822. In 1842 he be- 
came pastor of a Presbyterian church in 8t. 
Louis, where he remrined five years. In 1847 
and 1848 he traveled through Europe, and 
wasin Paris during the revolution in the 
latter year. 

Upon his return he became a Congregation- 
alist, and published much material procured 
on histravels. Heisnowand has been for 
many yearsthe editor and proprietor of the 
Evangelist. 

Striking examples of the Field ‘‘blood’’ are 
shown in the correlative branches of the 
family. The late Stanley Matthews, Associate 
Justice ofthe Supreme Court, and David J. 
Brewer, another Associate Justice, were 
nephews of the Fields. 

HIS BETE NOIR THE ‘‘L’’ ROADS. 

The Elevated roads nearly proved to be 
Cyrus W. Field’s financial ruin. Everybody 
remembersthe great coup d’etat of Jay 
Gould in 1887, by which Cyrus W. Field was 
‘*squeezed’’ out of his Manhattan Railway 
stock. He had been an extensive share- 
holder, and Mr. Gould was anxious to geta 
controlling interest in the stock, so the his- 
toriansof the ‘‘Street’’ say. Mr. Gould 
‘*manipulated’’ the stock in such a way that 
Mr. Field had to let it go. He was badly crip- 
pled, and Mr. Gould is quoted as saying at 
the time, *‘Well, we have left Cyrus his real 
estate.’’

RIOTOUS NEGRORs. 


-— 
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Paducah in the Throes of a Violent Race 
War. 


MILITIA CALLED OUT AT MIDNIGHT TO 
QUELL AN UPRISING. 


One Soldier Shot and Killed—-A Woman 
Wounded By a’Stray Bullet—The Dis- 
turbers Driven Off—Causes That Led to 
the Conflict—Crime News and Brevi- 
ties. 


PapuUCcAH, Ky., July 12.—A negro mob sur- 
rounded the Paducah Jail late last night 
and a bloody race war is_ threatened. 
The negrvues refused} to disperse, 
thinking the whites meant to lynch Tom 
Burgess, a negro prowler. All are heavily 
armed. 

At midnight there was a clash between the 
soldiers and negroes. Seventy-five negroes 
opened fire upon the troops and citizens, and 
Private Elmer Edwards fell with a bullet if 
the abdomen. Severalof the negroes were 
then shot by the troops. The extent of their 
injuries is not Known. 

After the first skirmish between the State 
troops called out by the Governor and the 
negro mob which attacked them both sides 
retired, the whites taking up a position in 
the Court-house and the negroes at Odd 
Fellows’ Hall. It was determined to make 
no effort to depose them until morning. 
It is believed the negroes separated just be- 
fore day. A few were taken in custody, when 
found by officers. 

The cause of the riot seems to have been a 
belief on the part of the negroes that Thomas 
Burgess,a negro under arrest, would be 
lynched. 

Burgess was arrested for robbery and for 
prowling about at night, entering 
residences and frightening women. For 
some weeks reports have come 
in almost daily of women having 
been awakened by a man reachingin at the 
window of their bedrooms and passing his 
hand over their faces. One woman woke to 
find a man disrobing in herroom, On Friday 
Burgess was arrested and two or three 
women identified him asthe person gullty of 
these offenses. 

There has been no more bloodshed, but 
further trouble is expected to-night. The 
Governor has not ordered out more ee ny 
Elmer Edwards, the soldier shot last night, 
died thismorning. If the negroes congregate 
at the jail again to fight there is liable to 
be a bloody clash. 

Mrs. Mat Husbands was seriously wounded 
during the fight last night by a bullet which 
passed through the side of her house. 


CRIME NEWS. 


EVERY GAMBLING-HOUSE CLOSED UP IN LITTLE 
ROCK. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 12.—There was not 
a single gambling-housein operation in this 
city last night. Every one of them was 
closed in obedience to the order issued by the 
Mayor. Ever since in 1872it has been the 
custom ofthecity tosendtoeach gambling- 
house on every Monday morning a sergeant 
ofthe police to collect from each $25 which 
was regarded as fine, but in reality a license, 
The ne et gs amount collected within that 

eriod will figure up about $8,000 annually, or 

160,000 in the twenty years. In explanation 
of the issuance of the order, Mayor Fletcher 
says that the amount of revenue he will re- 
ceive fromthe sheriff on account of taxes 
will be about $60,000; that only $35,000 of this 
sum has been anticipated, and that hereafter 
the city will be able to meet its bills without 
any assistance from the gamblers,

Reported Death of William Waldorf Astor 
a Hoax—The Stewart-Mackey Case Set-

BERLIN, July 12.—At Kissengen on Sunday, 
in reply toan enthusiastic demonstration in 
which 600 members of the German party of 
Wurtemburg participated, Prince Bismarck 
said this event proved to him that the ma- 
jority of his countrymen disapproved the at- 
tacks made upon him. If Germany re- 
mained united he said she could defy every 
attack and if skillful diplomacy were em- 
ployed peace can be maintainedeven with 
Russia. In conclusion he called for cheers 
for the King of Wurtemburg and his army, 
which were given heartily. 

Yesterday Prince Bismarck gave a dinner 
to a Jena deputation headed by Prof. Haer- 
tel. The Liberal papers denounce these 
deputations. 

It is rumored that Count Wilhelm Bis- 
marck, the Prefect of Hanover, and Prince 
Bismarck’s son-in-law, Count Rantz, the 
German minister atthe Hague, intend to re- 
sign on account of the Reichzanzieger revela- 
tions. 

The Vossische Zeitung, under reserve, pub- 
lishes a statement that Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph was,delighted with the idea of receiving 
Prince Bismarck until Prince Reuss, having 
inguirea of the Berlin Government, was in- 
structed to inform Count Kalnoky that the 
Austrian Emperor must choose between the 
policy of Prince Bismarck and the German 
Government; whereupon the proposed audi- 
ence was refused. As proof ofthis statement 
the Vossische Zeitung remarked that Princess 
Stephanie reserved a seat for the Bismarck 
wedding, but suddenly changed her mind 
and quitted Vienna. 

The Austrian Government has dissolved 
sixteen German students’ clubs on the 
ground that they had become political asso- 
ciations contrary tolaw. The police seized a 
number of books and papers. The main. 
spring of the Government’s action was the 
course of the students in giving such an en- 
thusiastic reception to Prince Bismarck on 
his recent visit here. 


A HOAX, 


NO TRUTH IN THE REPORTED DEATH OF W. W. 
ASTOR. 

Lonpown, July 12.—In response to numerous 
telegrams from the United States saying that 
it was currently reported there that Mr. Wm. 
Waldorf Astor had died in London yesterday 
afternoon, a press representative called at 
Lansdown House, Mr. Astor’s London resi- 
dence, atan early hour this morning and 
learned that Mr. Astor was notdead. Heat 
once cabled this information to the United 
States, but further inquiries were received 
stating that it was generally published in the 
United States that Mr. Astor was dead. 
Againthe representative went to Lansdown 
house, thinking that perbaps Mr. Astor had 
died since his last visit. As he approached 
Lansdown. the cheerful appearance of the 
mansion belied the story that death had 
stricken the headof the family residence. 
The windows were open and Mr. Astor’s 
valet was sitting on the veranda reading. 

Mr. Astor’s valet informed the press repre- 
sentative that his master had passed a good 
night andthat he had partaken of a hearty 
Dreakfast. The condition of Mr. Astor, he 
said, was so much improved that he intended 
to rise from his bed during the day. 

Inquiries made at Mr. Astor’s office in Sur- 
rey street elicited the information that his 
agent saw Mr. Astor last night. He was suf- 
fering froma severe cold which at one time 
threatened to develop into pneumonia. 
Further inquiries were made at Lansdown 
house at noon to-day as to Mr. Astor’s condl- 
tion. The butler said that Mr. Astor was not 
at home, and that Mr. Astor’s nurse had just 
left the house fora walk. It 1s reported that 
Mr. Astor’s health has so much improved 
that he will go out to-morrow. 

Mr. Henry White, Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Legation, saw Mrs. W. W. Astor to-day 
and was informed that Mr. Astor was mak- 
ing rapid progress toward recovery. Mr. 
Astor’s physician saysthat Mr. Astor’s ill- 
ness was not dangerous andthat he is now 
recovering. The Astorfamily have become 
so annoyed and hurt by the presistent inquir- 
jes that have been made ofthem by various 
persons that they refuse to make any further 
answers to questions regarding Mr. Astor’s 
bealth. 


CONTRADICTORY REPORT. 
New YorRK, July 12,—Papers here are in re- 
ceipt of cables from London this morning 
confirming the announcement of the death 
of W. W. Astor Monday afternoon between 4 
and 5 o’clock. 


STEWART VS. MACKEY. 


THE DEFENDANT APOLOGIZED AND PAID THE 
LEGAL COSTS. 

Lonpon, July 12.—The case of Stewart vs. 
Mackey came up in the Westminster Court 
yesterday, but was settled without resort to 
further legal measures. The principals were 
J. W. Mackey, son of the American bonanza 
king, and Capt. Randolph stewart, an old 
army officer. Capt. Stewart claimed that 
young Mackey had sent him a letter couched 
in menacing terms, When the name of the 
defendant was called Mr, Mackey’s counsel, 
Solicitor George Lewis, informed the court 
that his client, who was in Paris, had agreed 
to make ample apology to Capt. Stewart for 
the offensive remarks alleged to be 
contained in his letter and also to 
pay the full costs of the _ case, 
This offer of Mr. Mackey was accepted by 
Capt. Stewart and his counsel, and the mat- 
ter having thus beenamicably adjusted the 
summons was withdrawn and the suit was 
declared to be closed. 

The nature of the threats conveyed in the 
letter in question wasnot revealed and ef- 
forts to obtainarellabie explanation of the 
difficulty between the two men were unsuc- 
cessful. A visit made to Mr. Mackey’s Lon- 
don residence failed to disclose any factsin 
connection with the case, Mr. Mackey’s 
secretary was seen, but he declined to dis- 
cuss the matter and referred the visitor to 
his employer’s counsel.

BRITISH ELEOTIONS. 


GLADSTONE’S MAJORITY IN MIDLOTHIAN WILL 
BE REDUCED. 


Lonpon, July 12.—The election in which the 
greatest interest is felt is progressing in 
Scotland to-day. This is in the Midlothian dis- 
trict of Edinburgshire, where Mr. Gladstone 
is opposed by Col. Wauchope, a Liberal- 
Unionist. Party feeling in the district is 
raised tb fever heat and the polling was 
never before known to beso heavy. In 1885 
Mr. Gladstone had a majority of 4,631 in this 
district and in 1886 he was returned without 
opposition, the Unionists feeling that 
it would bea waste of time to runa candil- 
date. Thisyear, however they decided to 

ut @ candidate in the field, and Ool. 

aucho was nominated to oppose 
the Liberal leader. He has made an 
active canvass of the district as has also Mr. 
Gladstone, and the Colonel’s work is evi- 
dently bearing fruit. So far as can be judged 
from the polling at this stage of the election 
there promises to be a large reduction in Mr. 
Gladstone’s former majority. 

The voting of yesterday brings the aggre- 
gate of the Conservative and Unionist poll up 
to 1,344,453 and the aggregate of the Liberal 
poll, including the labor vote, up to 1,418,712. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon the total returns 
received show the election of 209 Conserva- 
tives, 179 Liberals, 82 Liberal-Unionists, 34 
anti-Parnellites and 5 Parnellites. 

The report of Mr. Gladstone’s having been 
taken seriously ill after his speech at Peni- 
cuick last night isunfounded. Mr. Gladstone 
is in his usual health. 

The results of to-day’s elections so far as 
known up to 50’clock p. m. show sufficient 
Liberal gainsto wipe out the Government 
majority andassure Mr. Gladstone’s return 
to power. The net Liberal gain thus far is 
thirty-six. This gives a majority of four 
against the Conservatives on division.

RAVACHOL’S LEGACY TO THE PUBLIC—MINOR 
AFFAIRS. 

PARIS, July 12.—Ravachol left a letter to the 
Public Prosecutor saying that if the Anar- 
chists had only to deal with loyal opponents 
like himself the present system of propa- 
ganda by deeds would soon be useless, 
Another paper of Ravachol’s deals with the 
organizing of society on communistic princi- 
ples. Inthis paper the author deciares that 
all work, physical or mental, is humiliating. 


THE COTTON FAILURE. 

LIVERPOOL, July 12.—At a meeting of the 
creditors yesterday of Isaac Coke & Son, 
cotton brokers, who failed a few days ago, 
Bancroft Coke, head of the firm, explained 
that the failure was due to transactions con- 
nected with the so-called cotton syndicate, 
which the embezzlers, Lamb and Wilson, 
claimed to represent. The firm’s books 
showed assets of £10,000.

Present Quarters. 


AN OVERWHELMING VICTORY FOR THE 
ADVOCATES OF PURCHASE. 


Vote on the Proposition to Buy the 
Chamber of Commerce Building for 
$600,000—A Hot Fight and an Over- 
whelming Victory—The Vote in Favor 
926, Against 391 


Seldom has the floor of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change been the scene of such excitement as 
reigned there this morning. The cause was 
the vote on the proposition made by the 
bondholders to*sell the Chamber of Com- 
merce for $600,000. The polls were opened at 
10 o’clock, but long before that hour the par- 
tisans of both factions had assembled in 
force, ready for the fray. Large piles of 
placards were distributed, some bearing the 
word *‘For,’’ and others the word ‘‘ Against, ’’ 
These were offered each member as he came 
in, and where one was accepted the parti- 
sans of the other cause endeavored to thrust 
thelr sign under a collar. Nearly every hat 
was decorated with one of the paper slips. 

READY FOR THE FRAY. 
A @Well-organized force of pickets were sta- 
tioned along the stairways and at the en- 
trances; in the upper hall and at the door 
were encountered a solid line that 
might be compared to the infantry 
ofanarmy, while the heavy artillery was 
stationed near the ballot-boxes. The man 
whose mind was not made up was sur- 
rounded by a multitude of advisers, who 
dinned into his ears utterly contradictory 
Opinions and almost fought oyer his vote. 
Everything was conducted, however, with 
much good feeling, considering the excite- 
ment that prevailed. It soon became evi- 
dent that the opponents of the franchise had 
the most active and best organized force 
of skirmishers, and in lung power 
they far exceeded their adversaries. The 
grain pit was strongly against the proposal 
to buy and voices trained to make them- 
selves heard in its clamor rose high above 
those not so well practiced. The moment 
the polls opened there wasarush for the 
ballot boxes, and within fifteen minutes the 
‘‘antis,’’ as they were called, had polled a 
vote largely in excess of that cast by the ad- 
vocates of the purchase. They then set to 
work to gather in the outside vote. John T. 
Milliken,H.B.Slaughter and others stood just 
within the doorway, offering negative ballots 
toallwhocamein. Opposed to them were 
Philip Brockman, Philip Schirmer and a few 
others, 
PROGRESS OF THE VOTE. 

But the ‘‘pros’’ as they were entitled 
evidently relied most upon their heavy artil- 
lery, and in this they had an overwhelming 
advantage. Arrayed upon this side was 
every ex-president of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, with the exception of J. K. Ewald, 
and a large majority of the older 
members. Among - those most active 
were Marcus Bernheimer, Chairman of 
the Real Estate Committee; Web M. 
Samuel, Michael McEnnis, Thomas Booth, 
Frank Gailennie, 8. Bemis, Louls Fusz, Alex. 
H. Smith and many others. 

From 10:15 to 10:45 there was a lull, but soon 
the outside vote began to cu The ad- 
vocates of the purchas ™ greatly en- 
couraged when the bankers". fun to drop in 
early, as they regarded thisas a proof that 
interest was being takenin the vote, which 
was, they claimed, all that they required to 
insure success. “ 

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

It was soon made manifest that the outside 
vote was nearly a unit for the purchase, the 
antis showed signs of depression and the 
pros ofelation. ‘‘Hereare men coming in 
to vote us down who have not been seen on 
the floor fora year,’’ dolefully remarked a 
pit trader, who was notably active in oppo- 
Sition. ‘‘Yes, they are the solid men of the 
city who are working for its interests,’’ was 
the reply. By noon the advocates of the old 
site predicted that it would sim- 
ply be a question of majorities, 
while their opponents were inclined to think 
that the day was going against them. John 
T. Milliken disappeared fora few moments, 
and returned with an armful of huge 
placards bearing the device, ‘‘This elevator 
makesaround trip every half hour. Fare. 
half price.’’ These were posted in conspicu- 
ous places. ‘‘Oh, for an hour of rain,’’ cried 
one, ‘‘that would keep these outsiders 
away.’’ There were several hot discussions 
during the morning. A large crowd gathered 
to Hsten to an argument between 
ex-Gov. Stanard and William Barnes, the 
latter one of the strongest opponents of the 
purchase, but were obliged to content them- 


stant the Barnes flood of eloquence, laugh- 
ingly gave up the contest. Marcus Bernheim- 
erand J. K. Ewald were the center of an in- 
terested group, while Moses Fraley was ready 
to argumentatively assault any one who fav- 
ored the purchase. 

AN OVERWHELMING VICTORY. 

After the noon houra very heavy vote was 
cast, and nearly all of it wasin favor of the 
proposition to buy. Long before the hour 
for closing arrived those who were in the op- 
position had given up all hope, 
and only ventured to predict that they 
would make a good showing. Betsof4 and5 
toi were offered that the vote would be 
carried, but none were taken. Some, how- 
ever, were made that a two-thirds majority 
would not be obtained, Promptly at 1 o’clock 
the polls were closed, shutting out the ballots 
of alarge number. The clerks at once began 
counting, and at 1:20 had completed their 
task. At that hour President lsaac M. Mason 
emerged from the door of the directors’ 
room, and went to the rostrum, followed 
by a greatcrowd. After rapping for order 
he said: ‘‘Gentlemen, onthe propositton to 
buy this Exchange submitted by the Board 
of Directors the votes cast in favor were 926; 
those cast against numbered 391.’’ A perfect 
Storm of cheering swept the hall, no 
such overwhelming victory having been an- 
ticipated. When quiet wasina manner re- 
stored, Sid K. Francis, who had opposed the 
purchase, sprung upon a desk and moved 
that the vote be made unanimous. This was 
carried witharush. All that now remains 
to be done is to pay over the money, and 
make out the deeds.

SAD STORY OF A RUINED GIRL FROM 
MURRAY, KY. 


{She Could Not Support Her Illegitimate 


Little Ones and so She Deserted Them 
~The Babies Returned to Her by the 
Police—Her Joy at Getting Them Back 
Again. 


About 1:30 o’clock this morning OM- 
cer Platzer of the Central Police District 
saw @ woman stop for a few seconds in front 
of Mr. Garvin’s residence, No. 2322 Pine 
street, and then walk away rapidly. He 
hurried after her and arrested her and took 
her back to Mrs. Garvin’s residence, where 
he founda little baby. When brought before 
Assistant Chief Reedy at the Four Courts the 
woman broke down completely and confessed 
to having abandoned not only one but two 
babies. They were twin boys, she sald, 
only three weeks old. Her name was Lena 
Jones, and she came to St. Louts about the 
Ist of last April from Murray, Ky., where she 
had been raised by an uncle named James 
Smith. A young fellow called Joe Meyer had 
seduced her under promise of marriage, she 
said, and then gave her $25and sent her to 
St, Louis, promising to follow her, but he 
never came, and she has neverseen him 
since but has heard that he left Murray soon 
after she did. After reaching St. Louls she 
found employment asa servant girl at 720 
North Twenty-first street but was there only 
a few weeks, She has lived with 
several other families and has been 
stopping for a month or more with 
Mrs. Gross,a fortune-teller at 2507 Market 
street, As she had no means, and could not 
obtain employment with children, she de- 
termined to place them on the doorsteps of 
families that could take care of them, She 
had heard that children jeft that way gen- 
erally fellinto good hands, and she knew 
that her babies would be well treated by the 
families she leftthem with. So last night, or 
about 1 o’clock this morning, she took out 
her babies and placed them on door- 
steps, but where she left them .or 
who lived there she didn’t know, norcould 
she even tell how many blocks she haa 
walked or in what direction after getting rid 
of the first baby before depositing the second 
one. 

SEARCHING FOR THE BABIES. 

Upon hearing this remarkable story Chief 
Reedy notified all the patrolmen west of 
Twelfth street in the Central District and 
between the railroad tracks and Franklin 
avenue to ins all the door-steps on their 
respective beats for a .baby and sent 
Detectives Logan and Dotzman out on 
the search and even started out 
himself. The police of the Mounted District 
adjoining the Central Districtonthe west 
were also notified. It was 3:30in the morn- 
ing when baby No. 2 was foundin front of 
Mré. William H. Mohlman’s residence. Some 
member of the family heard the baby cry, 
and upon. going tothe door discovered the 
little one kicking upits heels on the door- 
stepandtookitin. Officer Millercame along 
a few minutes later on his door-step inspec- 
— tour and the child was turned over to 

im. 

In Mr. Reedy’s written report ofthe matter 
to Chief Harrigan this morning he says: 
*‘*When the girl was brought to the Four 
Courts she broke down completely and 
sobbed as if her heart would break for her 
missing little ones. When No. 2 was given 
to her she seemed overjoyed.

SENATOR PALMER'S OPINIONS. 


The opinions enunciated by Senator 
PALMER inthe Senate are not new, but 
they never before received entertainment 
from a man in public official life engaged 
in dealing in a practical way with prac- 
tical questions. They have been the 
product of the merely speculative under- 
standing engagedin the consideration of 
abstract problems of right and wrong and 
never before got within ear-shot of work- 
ing thinkers. Senator PALMER preaches 
flat Bellamyism and does not try to disguise 
it. He admits that his interpretation of 
the law isnot in harmony with the cur- 
rent understanding, but maintains that it 
is according to ‘‘principles of the law 
which must hereafter be applied to the 
solution of these troubles.’’ In other 
words, Bellamyism is an accepted doctrine 
in the public consciousness and needs only 
definition and publication as law. 

Now all this contradicts every aspiration 
of the American people and isa reversal of 
the process by which the English race has 
won such a large measure of freedom for 
its members. Every forward step has been 
toward self-help and self-government. . 
The average American does not care to 
have his career cut out for him. He pre- 
fefs to do that himself. He does not care 
for property rights in the mill where he 
works, but he does care very much for an 
opportunity to work where he can get the 
most money for his labor. He does not 
beg for any protection from govern- 
ment. On the other hand he stren- 
uously objects to contributing any part 
of his earnings to the support of 
another who does not work at all. In- 
stinctively he hates monopoly for he 
knows that directly or indirectly 1t is an 
abridgment of personal liberty. In short 
he stands on the right to bargain, free 
from restrictions and. resents any in- 
trusion of the law as an impertinence. 
This view is held by a vast majority of the 
American people. They have been led 
away from it in practice, but sooner or 
later they will get back toa political feel- 
ing which is as old as the race 
and bred in the bone. At «bottom 
they are as far removed as _ possible 
from Senator PALMER’s position. They 
will never believe that any man can ever 
acquire a property right in another man’s 
goods except through gift or purchase ina 
free market, and they do not beg the Gov- 
ernment to helpthem out of their diffi- 
culties. But they do insist that the Gov- 
ernment allow,them to help themselves, 
and that it shall stop helping monopoly in 
its war against freedom. Senator 
PALMER’S alleged principle would have no 
place in a community not cursed with 


privilege. 

Let the markets of the world be opened 
up, and the American workingmen would 
not have to beg forajob. Industry of all 
kind is waiting to be set free from govern- 
mental interference. When that ceases 
the workingman will get what he deserves 
according to natural economic laws. The 
drift has been generally to less govern- 
mentalism for centuries, and there is no 
reason to think that it has been reversed.

McKinley of Ohio to attend and deliver 
a protection speech, Warner will be there, 
of course, as well asthe other State nomi- 
nees. The exercises will be opened by 
Chairman J. H. Bothwellof the State Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Bothwell was in the city last evening, 
andin company with Secretary L. M. Hall 
had a conference with Committeeman 
Kerens. The subject under discussion was 
the opening of the State campaign. 

VERY CONFIDENT. 

Committeeman Kerens came down town 
this afternoon and4\met a number of local 
leaders. He saia that Harrison was gaining 
strength daily, and was sure to succeed. 
A POST-DISPATCH representative met him 
and was cordially received. He was asked 
who would succeed Campbell. ‘‘Well that 
is more than I can tell you, We 
understand that Mr. Campbell is to quit the 
chairmanship and until his resignation Is ac- 
cepted don’t see any oc- 
casion to discuss the matter of who will be 
his successor. The Executive Committee 
by resolution is empowered to fill all vacan- 
cies. This much you cansay: The Repubil- 
can National Committee will act carefully

Judge Thomas because his county 
refused to give its solid vote for Judge 
Smith in the Hannibal Convention. 


The action of Horn aroused considerable 
indignation in Madison County,and when the 
mass meeting was opened at Fredericktown 
Saturday he was roundly denounced. The 
story got aroundthat the Dalton men wanted 
tosend himasa delegate to Jefferson City 
and there was a crowd 
on hand and the anti-Dalton 
men took the pains to tell how Horn had 
voted against Thomas. It was then that 
Senator Newberry took the platform and 
nominated the delegates to the Jefferson City 
Convention with the understanding that they 
would be either for Stone or Yeamanh, but 
never for Dalton. On this issue the delega- 
tion fe nominated was elected by a vote of 
5 tol.

The Carter woman testified that Lizzie 
Butler was sitting on the front door step 
when Lawrence Noonan came down stairs 
and asked for his shoes which she was wear- 
ing.

Patrick Noonan, the third witness, knew 
nothing of what occurred downstairs, but 
heard his son say that he was going down 
there to get els shoes from Lizzie. They had 
no quarrel that day that he knew of.

THE NEW COLUMBIAN CLUB'S CONSTITU- 
TION PROHIBITS GAMBLING. 


Director Aloe Says the Harmonie Ciub 
Allows It-—The President and Vice- 
President of the Club on Card-Playing 
at the Place—The Matter of Increased 
Rent. 


The splitinthe Harmonie Club, the swell 
Hebrew social organization, which has its 


club-house at Eighteenth and Olive 
Streets, an account of which was 
published in the POST - DISPATCH 


last evening, is being much discussed to-day 
in club circles. While some of the members 
of the Columbian Club, the new 
society formed by the dissatisfied 
members of the Harmonie Club, deny 
that there is any feeling In 
the matter, prominent members of Harmonie 
Club, who bave not gone ito the new organ- 
ization, make no secret of the fact that there 
is dissatisfaction in the club, and that that is 
the cause of the new movement. 

It is further asserted that many of thosa 
who have gone into the new club movement 
left the Harmonie Club once before, to 
avoid paying ap assessment of $150 each. 
They afterwards,it is claimed,came in to the 
club again, escaping the payment of the $150. 

THE SAME MEMBERS. 

There are now two organizations existing 
composed of the Harmonie Club members. 
The Harmonie Club has a membership of 180 
odd, of which it is stated about 150 have 
either joined the Columbian C)ub or have 
signified their intention of doing so. They 
are stillmembers of Harmonie Club, how- 
ever. The new Columbian Club, which 
acs ses toerect a club-house inthe West 

nd which will cost, when fitted up, $150,000, 
has, it is stated, $40,000in the treasury, with 
$90,000 yet to be raised. 

Ex-Congressman Nathan Frank, one of the 
incorporators of the Columbian Club, was 
seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter to-day at 
oo Pr office in the Turner building, and 
Ss : 

‘“*There is no lack of harmony at all 
in the club. I would be the last one to do 
anything to break upthe Harmonie Club. I 
was one of the founders of it and was its 
president for three terms. We have simply 
started a new club, and that is 

that there in it. There is no 
division, however, in the Harmonie Club. 
There are 150 members‘in the Columbian Club, 
but they are still members of Harmonie Club. 
A person can belong to more clubs than one. 
I belong to every club in 
town. The charges of the Columbian 
club are $100 initiation fee and $100 a year 
dues. We have also members from the out- 
side who have joined since we started the 
club. Any One over 21 years of the 
requisite qualifications Is eligible to member- 
ship. Ifyou haveany friends who wish to 
join and are willing to pay $100 initiation fee 
and $100 a year send them around.’’ 
WHAT DIRECTOR ALOE SAYS. 

Mr. Louis Aloe of the firm ofA. S. Aloe & 
Co., the well Known optical firm, was found 
at his desk in the Broadway store of 
the firm. Mr. Aloe is a member of the

board of directors of the Harmonie 
Club Mr. Aloe said hs did not 
think that the new club had 


more than 120 or 125 members, and did not 
think thatany of them had joined from the 
outside. They were all, he thought, mem- 
bers of the Harmonie Club. 

‘*‘The membership of Harmonie Club ha3 
not suffered any thus far,’’ said Mr. Aloe. 


**Since the Columbian Club __ started 
I have noticed but four resignations. 
I was out of town when the 


Columbian-Club movement was organized. 
It was about two months ago when that was 
started. Idid not attend the last meeting 
of the board and am not thoroughly 
informed on the subject. I don’t 
think, however,that the Columbian Club will 
reduce our membership to less than 100 mem- 
bers. Thereisnovalid reason why a new 
club should be started. It may be that poker 
playing had something to do with it. The 
constitution of the Columbian Club does not 
allow poker- playing andthe Harmonie Club 


does.’ 
DODGED THE ASSESSMENT. 

Mr. Henry Guinzburg, the Fourth street 
broker, who is Vice-President of Harmonic 
Club, gave the following history of the 
cluo, including the present trouble: 
‘‘Harmonie Club,’’ said he, ‘‘was organized 
between thirty and forty years ago and 
moved into its present quarters about nine 
years ago. Under the constitution of the 
club it was not allowed to own property. 
The Harmonie Hall Building Association was 
formed of members ofthe club. An assess- 
ment of $150on each member was levied in 
the form of three shares of stock in the asso- 
ciation, valued at $50 each, to be purchased 
by each member. 

‘‘Inthis way $8,000 was raised and $25,000 
worth of bonds were issued, with which our 
present quarters were purchased. 

‘‘Many of the members who have gone 
into the new movement left 
the Harmonie Club at that time to escape 
paying the $150. There were but seventy- 
seven members left. Members joining after 
that were not required to subscribe 
for stock. A number of the members 
who left joined the club again and did not 
have to pay the $150. 

‘*When the association was formed the 
stock was not worth much, and the members 
considered they were donating the amount 
of their subscriptions. Some of the members 
began selling their stock, some getting but 
$35 a share, until now all the stock is held by 
two members, Mr. Morris Glaser and Mr. 
Julius Rothschild. 

**The improvements on Olive street and the 
location of the Union Depot have made the 
Harmonie Club-house property worth 
about $60,000. Two years ago a committee 
composed of Ben Elseman, Jacob Furth an 
Albert Frankenthal, was appointed to wait on 
these gentlemen who hold the stock, and 
to make some kindof an arrangement with 
them. Iconsider that those two gentlemen 
have acted very honorably. They made a 
proposition to surrender the stock to the 
club at what it cost them, with 7 per cent in- 
terest I think it was. The club even 
then did not think that the stock was 
worth the money and would not buy it. 

THE RENT QUESTION. 
‘*'The lease of the club-house was for ten 


ears, which expires the last of next 
ay. For the frst tive years 
$3,600 a year was to be paid, and 
$5,000 a year for. the next five years. The 


Board of Directors of the Harmonie Club 
Building Association, however, changed the 
lease for the second five years to aiso read 
$3,600a year. Owing to the building of the 
Union Depot and the changes in Olive street 

the present location of Harmonie Club would 
not a desirable one, It was 
decided to occupy itfor a short time after 
the lease expired until other quarters could 
be secured. The Harmonie Building Associa-

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A 8ST. LOUIS LAWYER'S RECOLLECTION 
| OF THE CASE. 


The Doomed Man Was a Brave Soldier 
and a Brilliant Lawyer The Turning 
Point in His Career—Mrs. Pillow’s Con- 
nection With the Tragic Event. 


Few St. Louisians are taking a stronger in- 
terest in the case of Col. H. Clay King than 
Mr. Harry Hillof the law firmof Harvey & 
Hillanda brother of Col. Jerome Hill. Mr, 
Hill, up toa couple of years ago, when he 
located in this city, wasa prominent lawyer 
of Memphis, associated with the law firm of 
Poston, Hill & Poston. The senior member 
of that firm was Col. David H. Poston, King’s 
‘victim. It was for shooting down Col, 
Poston that the Tennessee courts found King 
guilty of murder inthe first degree with the 
death penalty as the sentence. 

Speaking to a Post-DISPATCH representa- 
tive to-day Mr. Hillsaid: ‘‘From all advices 
I don’t think there is any hope of reprieve 
for Col. King. It is indeed a pity that sucha 
distinguished son of the South must perish 
on the scaffold. I have known Col. King for 
years. During the war he was the Colonel of 
a magnificent regiment of Kentucky cav- 


alry. 
WAS A BRAVE SOLDIER. 

‘*‘He was no parade or short-term soldier, 
but went in at the beginning and 
served with credit and distinction until 
the surrender when the arms of both armies 
were laid down and peace restored in the 
Union. After the war he gravitated to Mem- 
phis and entered upon the practice of law on 
his own name and talent. It did not take 
him longto buildup an immense practice, 
He had entire charge vf the Itallan practice 
in Memphis which was very lucrative, in- 
deed. When Iwent to Memphis seventeen 
years ago to practice law, I rented desk-room 
in Col. King’s office and met him daily. He 
and his family lived in a pretty suburban 
residence just opposite my home. It wasin 
that residence that he made his 
briefs and pursued the _ studies that 
placed him in the front rank of the profession 
in the State of Tennessee. He had an accom- 
plished wife and four lovely children, his 
wife being connected by the ties of relation- 
ship with one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the St. Louis bar.

Afterl came 
here King met Postonon the street, as has 
been fully published, and shot him to death 
without a moment’s warning, on the allega- 
tion that Poston at some point in the trial 
had taken proof which reflected upon Mrs. 
King. «The record, however, discloses 
no such reflection, and the shooting is 
consequently considered most foul. 

**King is a man of more than ordinary abil- 
ity. He was a brave, truesoldier and a great 
lawyer. His contribution to the legal litera- 
ture of the day wasa most valuable one, 
‘King’s Digest and Amendments’ is re- 
garded as standard authority in all law libra- 
ries. If he is executed the execution will be 
one of the most noted of the past century.

POSTON ’S BROTHERS TO THE PUBLIC. 
* MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 12.—The foilowing 
. card by W. K. Poston, Frank P. Poston, John 
H. Poston and G, 8. Poston is printed in the 
morning papers: 
To the Public: 

On March 10, 1891, our brother, David H. Poston, 
while peaceat:iy walking Main street, unarmed and 
unsuspicious of danger. was shot down by H. Clay 
King. Our brother wasa law-abiding citizen, who 
had given his murderer no just cause for his brutal 
ana cowardly deed. we looked upon his 
stricken form and beheld the bloody 
work of the assassin, our natural im- 
puise was to avenge his death. But we our- 
selves are law-abiding men and feit, as citizens and 
fathers of families, that we owed it tothe com- 
munity neither to take nor advise any rash step and 
to leave H. Clay King to the courts of the country, 
He has been fairly tried by a jury and an impartial 
court and sentenced to death. The Supreme Court 
of Tennessee has affirmed the sentence. Nuwa 
petition is being circulated for his pardon or com- 
mutation of sentence by the Governor. We ask the 
people of Memphis is there anything in the history of 
the crime which calls for mercy; did any sentiment 
of mercy stay the hand which fired upon au unarmed 
and defenseless man? Is it true that King has been 
already sufficiently punished, asis now being sug- 
gested? So do not say the widow and fatheriess 
children of David H. Poston, and unless we inistake 
its temper, 80 do not say the people among whom he 
was born and lived a blameless tife. Aside from the 
personal feeling it seems to us the question often 
asked whether a man of prominence and for- 
tune can be punished in this community for 
murder will find its practical answer in this case. 
We, incommon with all other law-abiding citizens, 
are vitally interested in what the answer wil! be, 
Forthe wife and children of H. Clay King we have 
only feelings of kindness and sympathy, but neither 
we nor the people are dealing withthem. We sol- 
emnly protest,therefore, against this community en 
terposing itself by signaturestoa petition for pardon 
or commutation of sentence that is now being circu- 
lated between Hi. Clay King and the due execution 
of the sentence of the law that has been pronounced 
upon him.

POLLETTT’S SURRENDER.

Grady 
that he had killed his wife and was ready to 
surrender. A patrol wagon was sent to the 
residence of Pollet to verify the assertion.

The body was cut and shot 
such a number of places that 
it was hardly recognizable. Pollet cut his 
wife’s throat and riddled her body with 
bullets in the most brutal manner, while 
temporarily insane, he claims, over the 
manner in which she acted when he accused 
her of being untrue to him. The couple had 
lived happily until about ten days or two 
weeks ago, whenthey quarreled. Pollet al- 
leges that at about the time mentioned he 
employed a white man by the name of Doug- 
las to do some whitewashing for him, and 
agreed to pay him$2 for the work. He took 
Dougias to his home and introduced him to 
his wife and requested him to go ahead with 
the work. At night when he returned home 
from work, Poliet alleges that his little 
daughter informed him that all had not 
been right with her mother and Douglas 
during herabsence. He never questioned his 
wife in regard to the matter, but after leav- 
ing the house the next morning for work, he 
returned about 10 o’clock ona plea of sick- 
ness, arriving at the house just as Douglas 
had finished his work, when Pollet handed 
hima$2bill. As Douglas was leaving the 
house he had ashort conversation with the 
woman and then departed, she entering the 
room where her husband was sick. He 
asked her for some money to purchase medl.- 
cine, and he alleges she gave him 
the identical bill that he had 
given Douglas, as he had marked it for 
identification. Hethen accused her of sell- 
ing her honor, and a family quarrel ensued, 
resulting in the wife leaving home. Rumors 
also came to Pollet’s ears, he says, that he 
was going to be lynched. Becoming dces- 
perate last evening he asked his wife to tell 
him whether she had been untrue to him and 
if she knew anything about a party that had 
been organized to lynch him. She laughed 
at his queries, which so enraged him that he 
lost his temper and killed her.

A watch was 
setupon the house, No, 4015 Gay street, to 
prevert the furniture being taken away, and 
yesterday it was reportedto Mrs. Kennerey’s 
lawyers that Waring had on Sunday brought 
a carpenter into the house and packed up 
eight boxes of furniture, etc., which he had 
removed from the dwelling. A writ of exe- 
cution was at once taken out and placed in 
the hands of Deputy Sheriff Thos.

MR. PRESIDENT, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN—

BOSTON AN EASY WINNER AND BROOK- 
LYN A GOOD SECOND. 


The “‘Post-Dispatch’’ Prediction About 
the Teams Verified—Unpopular Base 
Ball Captains—Yorkville Belle and Yo 
Tambien Compared-—St. Louis De- 
feated by Baltimore. 


The first championship season of the 
Twelve-Club League closes to-morrow, but 
the position in which most of theclubs will 
finish is already settled, Boston is certain of 
the championship and Brooklyn is sure of 
second place.

Chi- 
cago is sure of eighth place and while 
there is a possibility of St. Louis 
panenteg | ninth place from the Giants, the 
probabilities are allin favor of the local pets 
winding up in the tenth position. Louisville 
in eleventh place and Baltimore in last, are 
fixtures which cannot be removed. 

On April 10, two days before the champion- 
ship season opened, the Post-DISPATCH gave 
@ review of the various teams, which 
was considerably criticised at the 
time, but which has proved remark- 
ably correct, considering the number of 
clubs and the glorious uncertairty of base 
ball.
